The official theory is that Peete 
caused the earth from around the 
rose bushes in the garden and near 
the fence in the back yard to be 
brought to the basement so that she 
could cover the body in the crypt. 
The door was nailed fast temporarily, 
and later, when sufficient earth was 
placed on the body, was nailed up 
permanently. This, the officials be- 
lieve, was after June 6, the date when 
James W. Crowhurst, the plumber, 
says he removed some pipe from 
the water heater and left it the 
basement. This pipe was later found 
on top of the body.
